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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the attorney docket number and 
other information on line 1 of the abstract should be deleted. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Shah et al., 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,141,711 A. 

As per claim 1, Shah et al. shows a method of initiating a suspension of a device 
connected to a parent device comprising the steps of: receiving a request from a user (fig.5, 51 1 
or 517); generating an interrupt signal from the device to the parent device (522); concluding 
any data transfers between the device and the parent device (steps 523-529 and fig. 6, steps 
600-605); and, providing an indication to the user once all data transfers between the device 
and the parent device have concluded (609). Shah et al. shows all of the steps recited in claim 
1.
